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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of Orland 


It has been a little over a year since we: consoli- 
dated all the schools. The results are already notice- 
able and are very gratifying. The children are mani- 
festing and increasing interest in their work, and it is 
apparent that a larger number will continue their edu- 
cation through high school. The school is very well 
organized. The many visitors we have: had: durimg the 
year looking over the building, have commented on 
this fact. The teachers and children. are to be com- 
mended: on the care of the building and their interest 
in improving the school. 


Two of the rooms are too much over crowded to 
give sufficient time to the needs of individuals. The 
increase in number of children will necessitate an- 
other teacher at the opening of the school next Sep- 
tember. This will require installing folding doors or a 
temporary partition in the large room, also the purchase 
of a few new desks. 


FINANCES 


The increased number of students attending high 
school, also the increase in cost per student will require 
approximately $8,000 for tuition next year. We will 
receive from the State in December, 1952, $11,509 or 
an increase of $1,873. This will enable us to finance 
the extra teacher, also the extra tuition cost with only 
a small increase in appropriation. 


The appropriation for repairs can be reduced. It 
will be necessary to appropriate only enough to pur- 
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chase desks, and to pay for whatever time the janitor 
works during the summer on finishing the building, 
which is not permissible to charge to maintenance cost. 
This year the overdraft of $457.48 was paid besides 
purchasing ten desks, door checks for the outside doors, 
grills and dampers and $360 for labor on the ventila- 
tors. 


LUNCH PROGRAM 


The lunch program has increased from about eighty 
a day last year to one hundred and twenty. There will 
be the need of a few more folding tables before next 
year, as they will have to eat on the stage. 


I am including a financial report for the program 
from the beginning of the program in October, 1951 to 
January 31, 1952. The balance enables us to pay all 
the bills promptly and in some instances receive a cash 
discount. A good balanced meal is being served very 
economically. ;

ANNUAL REPORT FOR ORLAND 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


January 1 to December 31, 1951 


The public health nurse is one member of a team 
that renders health service to families and communities. 
Her work centers on the family and stretches out from 
the home into all parts of the community. She serves 
both as a nurse and a health teacher. In carrying out 
her activities, she works closely with the family physi- 
cian and cooperates with other professional workers and 
community groups. 


Following is-a brief summary of the public health 
nursing service rendered in Orland during the year 
1951. Health supervision calls were made to prenatal 

and postpartum patients, infants and preschool children. 
~ When requested by the family physician, children have 
been referred to the Pediatric Clinic held monthly in 
Bangor. When problems among the school age group 
have been reported, home visits have been made. This 
service has been given as a part of the total health pro- 
gram. In August a Child Health Conference was held. 
At that time twenty-five infants and preschool children 
received physical examinations. Immunizations were 
also offered at that time. In the fall sodium fluoride 
treatments for the prevention of tooth decay were given 
to school children. This program was sponsored by the 
Health Council. 


A job which concerns all of us is Civil Defense. 
Our Civil Defense authorities and Red Cross need our 
help and ccoperation. Blood donors are needed. In- 
struction in First Aid is most important. There is a job 
for each and every one of us, and we need to know what 
to do and how to do it. 
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There are two cheering signs upon the clouded 
horizon... First, there is a rising concern for health in 
families and communities. This concern, long desired 
by public health nurses, is encouraging. Second, there 
is an increasing appreciation that teamwork is the 
soundest way in which to render health services. Such 
teamwork has been demonstrated by the cooperation of 
your Health Council, professional groups and the public 
in general. 7

REPORT ON MOUTH 
HEALTH PROJECT 


Orland — October 1951 
To the Orland Health Council: 


A ten day sodium fluoride program for children in 
the second, fifth and eighth grades was recently com- 
pleted in Orland. The three year old children of the 
community were also included in this program. 

Sodium fluoride treatments are given in a series of 
four, each treatment spaced from two to seven days 
apart. These treatments are started at the age of three ~ 
and repeated again at the ages of seven, ten and thir- 
teen. Sodium fluoride treatments will not curb all tooth 
decay, but it has been found that on a group basis 
sodium flouride reduces the amount of expected decay 
by about forty percent. Sodium fluoride does not correct 
decay already present nor does it have any effect on 
unerupted teeth. Regular visits to the dentist are still 
necessary even after receiving the treatments. 
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A total of 117 children: were seen: by the dental 
hygienist during the ten day program. Four of these 
children were preschool. Forty-six children completed 
their sodium flouride treatments.:One girl moved away 
before the treatments were completed. The other seven- 
ty children, which included the sub-primary, first, those 
in the-seeond who did not have sodium fluoride, and the 
third grades, received a thorough mouth examination 
and: individual instruction from the dental hygienist. 
At the end of the program a note was sent home to the 
parents of each: child, describing the conditions of. his 
or her mouth and stating recommendations for correc- 
tion of any defects present. 


Dental health education classes were taught in all 
the grades. Reducing sweets -for desserts and in- 
between-meal . snacks. and, substituting . fruits. was 
stressed in the sub-primary and first grades. Proper. 
foods for healthy gums was taught in the second and 
third grades. Why clean teeth are:necessary for good 
health was taught in the fourth grade. What constitutes 
good tooth care was discussed in the fifth and sixth 
erades. The structure of the mouth, the teeth, and 
dental decay was explained in the seventh and: ei¢hth 
grades. Proper toothbrushing technique was taught in 
all classes. 


After examining all the children it was found that 
twenty children had no decay at all and n'ne different 
children had had.all-defects corrected; making a total o% 
twenty-nine who had healthy teeth. Nineteen. children 
had clean mouths. A clean mouth is defined a3 one izece 
of stains, deposits, and debris. 


Sixteen, or 14%, of the children said that they visit 
the dentist regularly, and eighteen, or almost 15%, said 
they had never been to the dentist. The younger chi'd- 
ren generally are the ones whovhave never been to the 
dentist. These children in the first grade need dental 
work on their permanent teeth: If this decay is cov- 
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rected while they are young, their teeth will be useful 
to them all their lives, while if neglected these teeth 
will have to be extracted in a short while. 

Three children said they had no toothbrushes. 
Home care is one method of partial prevention of tooth 
decay that can be done inexpensively. Equal parts of 
salt and soda can be used as a dentifrice just as effective- 
ly as any commercial toothpaste. 

The fact that more parents did not accept sodium 
fluoride might be attributed to several factors, one being 
lack of parent understanding. Sodium fluoride treat- 
ments do much toward improving mouth health, but 
education, home care and regular visits to the dentist are 
still vital factors. After two or three years of sodium 
fluoride applications and classroom education, there will 
probably be several visable results. 

Working with Orland children and teachers was a 
pleasure.

OF SCHOOLS 


The installation of folding doors in the large room 
and the furnishing of the room next to the stage was 
completed during the, oummer, “This’ cared: for the 
crowded condition in some of the rooms. The building is 
now filled nearly to capacity. The sub-primary grade has 
37 children, which is more than one teacher should have. 
It is apparent that the enrollment will increase gradually 
each year, which will require additional rooms. This 
seems to bea nation wide trend. 


A set of reference books was purchased for use of the 
upper grades. Visual aid material is needed for all of the 
rooms. 


The new 48 passenger bus has eliminated some extra 
trips on the East Orland route and permits a friteen 
minute longer school day. 


Orland is now in class 2 of the General-Purpose 
Educational Aid, so will receive as State aid 55% of the 
total cost of maintaining the schools including tuition. 
Even with this increase a larger appropriation is needed 
to meet the expense of the additional teacher for a full 
vear, also the increase cost of tuition.

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REPORT FOR ORLAND 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1952 


During the past year, as a result of the organization 
of the Eastern Maine Tuberculosis and Health Associa- 
tion and the discontinuation of nursing service of the 
Hancock County Public Health Association, your public 
health nurse has undertaken the planning and execution 
of a generalized health program in your community. Her 
program, which formerly was limited to' maternal and 
child health work, has extended to includé:the school and 
tuberculosis follow-up. This means that she is now doing 
a total family health service. The family is the axis upon 
which a community rotates. To meet the needs of the 
total community, one must first meet the needs of its 
component parts. Thus, by meeting the needs of each 
- family, we will be, in reality, meeting the needs of the 
total community. . 

Following is a brief summary of the public health 
nursing service that has been rendered in Orland during 
the year 1952. Health supervision calls have been made 
to prenatal and postpartum patients, infants, preschool 
and crippled children. When requested by the tamily 
doctor, children have been referred to the Pediatric and 
Crippled Children’s Clinics which are held regularly in 
Bangor. In June a Well Child Conference was held. 
Physical examinations were given and immunizations 
offered at that time. 

The nurse has worked closely with the school admin- 
istrators in planning and assisting with the school health 
program. The audiometer hearing test was given to chil- 
dren from the fourth through eighth grades. Sodium 
fluoride treatments were given in December. This pro- 
gram was sponsored by the Health Council. During the 
year several teacher-nurse conferences were held and 
special problems were discussed. Home visits were made 
to school children. Plans are now underway to hold a 
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town immunization clinic at which time protection 
against whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and small- 
pox will be offered. 


To carry on any public health program the coopera- 
tion and assistance of every individual in the community 
is needed. The Health Council is one of the most helpful 
tools to the public health nurse in her work. Your Health 
Council has done much to promote the health program. 
They have recognized health needs and have found means 
of solving them. They have worked closely with the 
nurse, and by providing volunteer help have enabled her 
to give more service to the community. 


In Rone ion I want to thank the. Health Council, 
Town Officials, and all who have so generously given of 
their time in order to make our health prcaate in Orland 
a SUCCESS.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A complete testing program was initiated this year to 
determine the achievement of each child in each subject. 
It also enables us to determine the weakness in different 
areas. With a few exceptions the results showed that the 
children were doing the work on their grade level. Special 
help and remedial work is being given to those having 
reading difficulty. The large number in some of the rooms 
makes it nearly impossible to give the individual help 
needed. 

A film strip projector was added to the Audio-Visual 
aids. Many films are needed to supplement the textbooks. 

I wish to take this opportunity to commend the Parent- 
Teachers Club for their keen interest and effort to improve 
the school. They purchased a piano, health scales, also 
a maroon fire and moth proof curtain for the stage.. Besides 
they initiated and financed to a large extent the construc- 
tion of walks and the grading and seeding of the lawn in 
front of the building. 

The increase in the number of high school students, 
also the increased cost of tuition will necessitate a larger 
appropriation fo: 1954. A law, which went into effect last 
August, allows the cost of truant officer, superintendent 
of schools, school committee, medical inspection and in- 
surance to be included in the one appropriation for 
schools. The repairs still have to be a separate appro- 
priation. Orland is in class two and receives fifty-five per 
cent of the total cost, except repairs, from the State. 

From the repair account the corridor was redecorated, 
the windows weather stripped, and part of the outside 
of the building painted. The rest of the building should 
be painted another summer. Ten new students’ desks and 
chairs were purchased, a new lawn mower and about ee 
spent on the grading. 

Included in this report is a financial statement of the 
lunch program for the last school year. Due to the large 
amount of surplus food received at no cost, except the 
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freight, sufficient funds were available to purchase a deep 
freeze to store the surplus frozen foods received. This 
was a necessity if these foods were to be accepted. It is 
impossible to know very far in advance just how much 
or kind of surplus food that will be available. For this 
reason a charge of twenty-five cents per meal seemed 
necessary unless the town appropriated money to care for 
any deficit. However, a large amount of surplus food has 
been received and it seems apparent that the cost per 
meal may be reduced to twenty cents for the Spring term, 
and still balance the account.

REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
January 1 through December 31, 1953 


Your public health nursing service is a community 
service not limited to any particular individual or groups. 
The purposes of the service are to help in the prevention 
and control of disease, and to promote good health at 
home, school, and work. 

Your public health nurse has endeavored to carry on 
this service in Orland through home visits, Well Child 
Conferences, clinics, school visits, interviews, and group 
activities. 

MATERNITY SERVICE:—Many visits were made to 
prenatal and postpartum patients. 

INFANT AND PRESCHOOL SERVICE:—Several 
home visits were made to infants, and preschool children. 
In June a Well Child Conference was held. Physical 
examinations were given, and immunizations for whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and smallpox v were offered 
at that time. 

SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE:—Visits to school in- 
cluded group meetings with the teachers, teacher-nurse 
interviews to discuss problems, and special health activ- 
ities, 

Several visits were. made to homes of school children. 

The audiometer hearing test was given to all children 
from the 4th through the 8th grades. se 

In the winter a town immunization clinic was held. 
One hundred and fifty children received immunizations 
at that time. Ninety-eight were immunized against whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria, and tetanus, and 113 were vacci- 
nated against smallpox. — : 

Sodium fluoride applications for the prevention a 
tooth decay will be given to the age groups recommended 
in the near future. 

In considering future plans it is hoped that some pro- 
vision canbe made to include physical examinations in 
our school health program. This would be a very impor- 
tant advance. The health examination is not only a means 
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of appraising the health status of the child, but is also 
an educational experience contributing to the pupil's un- 
derstanding of health. 

CRIPPLED CHILDREN’S SERVICE:—Visits were 
made to children for the purpose of securing medical help 
or to assist with those already under care. 

Many interviews were held, and meetings attended to 
promote the health program. .The progress of the public 
health nursing service this past year has been most grati- 
fying, and was made possible only by the continued inter- 
est and support of the Health Council, school personnel, 
and the people of Orland.

The enrollment in the school has fallen off some since 
the opening of school in September, for several families 
have moved. At present only two rooms have an excessive 
teaching load. Special emphasis is being placed on helping 
each individual, so that the number of retarded childreu 
may be reduced to a minimum. 


A number of film strips have been purchased, for visual 
education. It is planned to add a few each year until a 
complete library of films on the different subjects will be 
available. A number of books were added for the reading 
tables in each room. Many more are needed to stimulate 
an interest for reading good books, rather than the un- 
desirable material found in many stores. 


The 36 passenger bus purchased for North Orland pro- 
vides comfortable and safe conveyance for those children. 


The outside painting of the building, which was started 
last year, was completed during the Summer. One room, 
was redecorated. Two more rooms should be done next 
year. The rear entrance to the boiler room should be 
renovated to eliminate the water from running in and the 
floor should have an inch of smooth concrete over the 
present rough one.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR ORLAND 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
January | through December 31, 1954 


The primary objective of all public health nursing work 
is to prevent illness and help each individual enjoy the 
best possible health. This service is available to each and 
every individual of the community. 


During the past year several health supervision calls 
have been made to homes of expectant mothers, infants, 
and preschool children. Late in the spring a Well Child 
Conference for children entering school in the fall was 
held; the children receiving at that time physical examina- 
tions and immunizations against whooping cough, diph- 
theria, tetanus and smallpox. 


Several visits were made to the school for the purpose 
of conferring with the teachers regarding the health of | 
children; and those referred as having a possible hearing 
loss were rechecked by the nurse on the audiometer. The 
physical examination program in the school was success- 
fully completed in December. This is a big step forward 
in our school health program; often handicaps in school 
children are overlooked because we are not aware of them. 
It was most gratifying to have so many parents present at 
the examinations, as this gives the parent an opportunity 
to confer with the doctor and nurse as to the doctor’s find- 
ings. Follow-up visits were made to homes of school 
children needing further medical care. 

In considering future plans it is hoped that arrange- 
ments can be made for another immunization clinic some- 
time in the near future. 

Several interviews were made, and meetings attended 
to promote the health program. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all who 
have helped to make the health program a success.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


| To-the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Orland: 


I herewith submit my thirty-second annual report. This 
being my last report, I wish to take this opportunity to 
express my appreciation to the citizens, especially to those 
who have served on the committee during these years. It 
is only through your interest and cooperation that we have 
been able to provide better schools for the children. It 
has been a pleasure to work with you. 

The vote of the town to convey the high school students 
was the outstanding achievement for the year. This is 
being done at a very small expense. However, with the 
present buses it is not entirely satisfactory for some of the 
children have to leave home rather early. If the oldest bus 
could be replaced next year with a sixty-six passenger one, 
this condition could be improved. It has been suggested 
that a’special bus be provided for high school students 
only. This would simplify the situation but would increase 
the cost approximately $2500 a year for maintenance in- 
cluding driver, insurance, etc., besides the initial cost of 
the bus. 

The results of the achievement test given in the Spring 
showed that the children were doing well as a whole. 
However, they did indicate that some children need more 
reading experience. As a result more emphasis is being 
placed on reading. The lower grades have been provided 
with phonetic workbooks and over one hundred good. 
books have been distributed to the six rooms for their 
reading tables. More should be added each year, for many 
of the children do not have access to a library. The desired 
results can be obtained only by stimulating an interest in 
reading good books both at school and at home. If parents 
have books, which their own children have read, it would 
help if they would loan or donate them to the school. 

This year the Bucksport Committee felt that the music 
supervisor should devote her entire’time to the Bucksport 
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schools thus leaving your school without a supervisor. It 
was impossible to find a qualified person for part time 
work. It is hoped that some arrangements can be made 
before next year. 

It is evident from the statistics available that more class- 
rooms will be needed by 1957. As present some of the 
rooms have too many children for a teacher to give the 
individual attention that is desired. | 

The repairs recommended in my last report were done 
during the Summer. The recommended budget for next 
year includes money for tarring some of the grounds around 
the building, redecorating two rooms, a floor machine and 
installing two sinks, which were purchased but not installed 
at the time the building was constructed.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1955 


Reviewing the health activities carried on in Orland 
this past year gives us an opportunity to evaluate, and 
consider what our next step should be to promote better 
health. 

During the past year home visits have been made to 
expectant mothers, infants, and preschool children. When 
recommended by the family doctor children have been 
referred to special clinics held in Bangor. In June a Well 
Child Conference was held. Physical examinations were 
given, and immunizations for whooping cough, diphtheria, 
tetanus, and smallpox were offered at that time. 

Several visits were made to the school to confer with 


| . teachers and_ students regarding health problems. The 


National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis was responsible 
for children in the first and second grades receiving the 
vaccination against poliomyelitis. The school physical 
examinations were completed in December. All children 
above the third grade were given the audiometer hearing 
test.: In conducting these programs the nurse was ably 
assisted by volunteers. 

Through the efforts of your local Health Council the 
Chest X-Ray survey was conducted in June. The number 
taking advantage of this opportunity to receive a chest ~ 
x-ray was gratifying. 

Dental decay continues to be on of our major problems. 
It is hoped that arrangements can be made to have the 
topical sodium fluoride applications again sometime in the 
future. 

Your public health nurse wishes to thank the Health 
Council, and all who worked so ernestly to promote the 
health program in Orland.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens ot 
the Town of Orland: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1956. : 


SCHOOL FINANCES 


I regret to report that the School Department closed. 
its fiscal year with a deficit in all accounts of $603.15. 
There are two principal reasons for this overdraft in the 
school account: 

1. Tuition costs, due to increased enrollment and in- 
creased tuition rates, exceeded the amount estimated in 
the 1956 budget by $932.25. It is quite impossible to esti- 
mate accurately the secondary school enrollment for the 
next school year. | 

2. The employment of an additional teacher, made 
necessary by a substantial increase in our enrollment. 

The school budget for 1957 indicates an increase ‘in the 
town appropriation of $4,818.19. The school budget for all 
purposes calls for total expenditures of $58,474.19 compared 
with a budget of $53,515.00 for 1956, which included 
$6,000.00 for the purchase of a new school bus. How- 
ever, the actual increase in the school appropriatjon, 
exclusive of the amount raised for a school bus, is 
$10,818.19. The following items account for most of this 
increase in proposed expenditures for 1957: 

The employment of one additional teacher and the 
inclusion of salary increases given last year, which 
must be met in full in the 1957 budget. 

2. Teacher increases for the 1957-1958 school year, one- 
third of which must be raised in this budget. This 
also includes increases given to the bus drivers and 
the school custodian. 

3. The 1956 school overdraft of $932.50 which must 
be raised in the 1957 appropriation. 
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4, An increase in the tuition budget from $15,300 in 
1956 to $19,500 for 1957. This is necessary because 
of a sharp jump in the number of tuition pupils as 
well as an increase in the tuition rate from $270.00 
to $295.00 per pupil. 


We have been notified that our State subsidy allotment 
will be augmented by over $1,500.00. However, this is 
partially offset by a drop in our classification from 521% 
to 50% — costing the town several hundred dollars in lost 
subsidy for the next two years. As the State subsidy allot- 
ment has been established for two years, there can be no 
further relief from this source until 1959. 


The trend in school costs is still upward and no allevia- 
tion of this problem is in sight. The major part of the 
school dollar is expended, of necessity, for teachers’ salaries, 
and though we pay quite well for this size town, we are 
still far below many areas in Maine. To keep our teachers 
and provide efficient schools, we must pay salaries com- 
mensurate with those paid by the more affluent towns. To 
do this requires money ,which must of necessity come 
from the local taxpayer. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT AND TUITION COSTS 


When ‘school opened this fall, there were 219 pupils 
enrolled in the elementary school; 72 in the secondary 
school; 70 attending the high school in Bucksport and one 
each in Blue Hill and Higgins Classical Institute. In 1956 
the secondary enrollment was only 54, making an increase 
of 18 pupils for 1957. With a total school enrollment of 290 
—88 above last year—Orland’s school enrollment reached 
its all-time peak. 

Approximately one-third of the school’s entire budget 
is raised to meet the cost of tuition for pupils attending 
high school. The tuition rate was $270.00 for the 1955- 
1956 school year and was increased to $295.00 in the fall 
of 1956. As secondary costs continue to rise, tuition rates 
must go up with them, making it necessary to increase the 
budget to meet the additional financial load. 
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The budget for 1956 called for a tuition appropriation, 
of $15,300.00, but actual expenditures amounted to 
$16,232.25. The 1957 budget calls for an appropriation ot 
$19,500.00 for high school tuition, an increase of $4,200.00 
above that estimated for 1956. As can readily be seen, this 
is one of the major causes for the rapid growth in our 


school budget. 


THE SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The elementary school is now over crowded and addi- 
tional space should be provided as soon as possible. To 
help lessen the teacher-pupil load an additional teacher 
was hired. For necessary classroom space the principal's 
office is being used. This is not a desirable situation, but 
under the circumstances there is no other alternative. 

To meet the needs of our growing school population, 
serious consideration should be given to enlarging the_ 
present building by adding at least two more classrooms. 
To provide the necessary funds for such a project, it is 
necessary for most towns to ask the State Legislature for 
a School District. To build the present school, the Town 
of Orland requested the State Legislature in 1949 to create 
the Orland School District giving them the right to borrow 
up to $40,000.00. As the present district is still in effect, 
and will continue to be until the present building is paid 
for, it is not necessary to ask for a new district bill. How- 
ever, in order to have the needed fund for new construction, 
the 1949 district bill must be amended to increase its 
borrowing power. 

The State Legislature opens its sessions in January and 
will consider our request some time before it adjourns in 
the late spring. If this bill is amended, it does not bind 
the town in any way until it has been approved by the 
people at either the annual or a special town meeting. 

It is expected that Congress will enact legislation pro- 
viding Federal Funds for school building construction some 
time in 1957. If this should occur, Orland would be in a 
position to take advantage of any financial sek that might 
be available. 
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CONVEYANCE 


One of the biggest items in our school budget is the 
cost of conveyance, which includes salaries for drivers, 
gas, oil, and bus maintenance. The geographical distribu- 
tion of the town is such as to make it quite impossible to 
_ cover all routes with less than three buses. The school 
population has also increased so rapidly that, even though 
a new 66 passenger bus was purchased this past year, we 
find our buses at the present time crowded to capacity. 

The oldest bus, from the point of service, is now on the 


East Orland route and was purchased in 1952. This is 
only a 48 passenger bus and is not large enough to convey 
all the pupils on that route. Plans should be made to re- 
place it with a larger bus as soon as it is financially possible. 
Funds should be included in the budget each year, and 
set aside as a sinking fund toward the future purchase of 
school buses. As now school buses cost in the vicinity of 
$7,000.00, a fund of this type would lessen the load in any; 


one year whenever a new bus is needed, 


REPAIRS AND THE SCHOOL GROUNDS 


Major repair expenditures are not contemplated for the 
1957 fiscal year. Though it is impossible to budget repair 
expenditures accurately, we have endeavored to include 
enough in: the budget to take care of the possible eventu- 
alities that might arise. 


Throughout the past summer the usual amount of 
building renovation was carried on. Two of the classrooms 
and kitchen were painted throughout. Sink cabinets were 
built in four of the classrooms and two drinking fountains 
installed. A major item occurred this fall when it was found 
necessary to replace the fire brick in the furnace. Two or 
three leaks have also developed in one of the expansion 
tanks, which may necessitate its replacement in the near 
future. 

The school grounds should receive some attention this 
coming summer. So much muck and dirt is being carried 
into the building each day on the feet of the children as to 
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make it almost impossible to keep it clean. Not only is this 
unsanitary, but it is harmful to the tile floors and detri- 
mental to the general appearance of the interior of the 
building. The road ways leading into the building and 
the grounds surrounding the building are rough and rocky 
and need grading. I would recommend that both the road- 
ways and grounds in the rear and at both ends of the 
building be graded and tarred as soon as funds are avail- 


able for this purpose. 


PLAYGROUND EQUIPMENT 


Plans are being made at the present time to purchase 
and install several pieces of playground equipment on the 
school grounds. A set of eight swings were purchased and 
installed last fall at a cost of $208.64. These were paid for 
by a gift of $100 from the Lions Club and the Parent- 
Teachers’ Club donated the remaining $108.64. A Merry-- 
Go-Round and a set of 4 teeters will be installed this spring, 
giving us a good nucleus of playground equipment which 
can be supplemented as fast as funds are available. This 
will give the children of the town a playground center 
which can be used by the children for recreation the year 
round. 

Donations for this project will be gratefully accepted. 
The Committee wish to extend their thanks and apprecia- 
tion to all those who have so generously given their 
financial support. 


SCHOOL PERSONNEL 


Several changes occurred in our school personnel this 
past year. Mr. Richard Ladner, a recent graduate of Gor- 
ham State Teachers’ College, with a Master’s degree from: 
the University of Maine, was hired as principal and teacher 
to replace Mr. Arnold Hinckley, who resigned last spring. 
Mrs. Minnie Bowden, a teacher of many year’s experience 
and a graduate of Gorham Normal and the University of 
Maine was hired to help relieve the over-crowded situa- 
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tion in the elementary school. Miss Florence Homer, a 
resident of Bucksport and a retired teacher of many years| 
experience, is teaching music in the elementary school one 
day a week. 


I am sure that Orland has an excellent corp of teachers, 
and know that this community is much more fortunate in 
this respect than many others throughout the State. I want 
to take this opportunity to express to them, as well as the 
principal, bus drivers, janitor and school lunch cooks, my 
thanks and appreciation for the cooperation given me dur- 
ing my first few months as your superintendent. To the 
members of the Superintending School Committee, who 
have given so generously of their time and interest, I want 
to extend my thanks and appreciation for their support.

REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1956 


One important method of securing and maintaining 
optimum health for a community is through the protection, 
of its children. Protection against disease, and regular 
physical examinations should begin early in infancy and 
continue through life. 

Health supervision calls have been made to expectant 
mothers, infants, preschool and school children. When 
recommended by the family doctor children have been 
referred to special clinics in Bangor. 

During the summer a Well Child Conference was held. 
Physical examinations, and immunizations against whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and smallpox were offered 
at that time. This was not well attended, and it is hoped 
that more parents will take advantage of this opportunity 
next year. 

The immunization program this year included for the 
first time poliomyelitis vaccinations, (Salk Vaccine) for 
all children from six months to twenty years of age. To 
date 158 children have received two innoculations. In the 
spring 77 children received immunizations for whooping 
cough, diphtheria, and tetanus. Fifty-six children received 
smallpox vaccinations. 

The school physical examination program, which in- 
cluded children in the sub- -primary, 2nd, 4th and 8th 
grades was completed in December. In the spring topical 
sodium fluoride applications for the prevention of tooth 
decay was given to the age groups recommended, 

Your public health nurse wishes to take this opportunity 
to thank Dr. Berry, the Health Council, and all who have 
helped to promote the health program in Orland.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Orland: 
I herewith submit my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1957. 


SCHOOL FINANCES 


The School Department closed its fiscal year with 
a General School Fund balance of $699.16. This balance 
was primarily due to an increase in our State School Funds 
for 1957. 

School expenditures will increase again this year. The 
budget calls for a town appropriation of $42,112.96, ex- 
ceeding that of 1957 by $4,354.77. There are three reasons 


for this increase: 


1. Increases must be given all teachers to meet the 
provisions of the State Teacher School Salary Law; 
requiring $300 increments until they reach the 
maximum required by law. 

2. The employment of an additional teacher to meet 
the provisions of the Sinclair Law. 

3. An increase in the budget of over $2,000.00 for 
pupils attending high school to meet the rise in 
tuition costs. 

The scarcity of teachers and the requirements of the 
State Salary Law for teachers makes a considerable inroad 
on our school budget. This is the biggest item in the budget, 
and as there is no indication as yet that the teacher situa- 
tion will improve, expenditures are bound to increase to 
meet the situation. 

The Sinclair law requires that there is at least one 
teacher for every 30 elementary school pupils enrolled. 
Failure to meet the provisions of the Foundation Program 
as set up under the Sinclair Law could result in the loss 
of State Subsidy. 
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SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


At the present time there are 225 pupils enrolled in the 
elementary school, an increase of six over the previous 
year. As only eight are graduating from the eighth grade 
and an incoming class of at least 25 beginners is expected— 
our elementary enrollment should be over 240 next fall. 

Our high school enrollment dropped from 72 to 65 
this fall. There should be a further drop next years as 
13 are graduating from high school and only eight will 
be entering the 9th grade. This should give us an enroll- 
ment of approximately 60 in high school in the fall of 1958. 
This situation is only temporary, however, as it is only a 
matter of time before the large grades we now have en- 
rolled in the elementary school will eventually increase 
our high school enrollment to at least 100 pupils. 


TUITION COSTS 

As has previously been indicated, approximately one 
third of our total budget is raised to meet the cost of 
tuition for pupils attending high school. Though’ our 
secondary enrollment has slightly decreased, tuition fees 
increased, thus offsetting any possible drop in the tuition 
budget. The tuition rate was $295.00 for the 1956-57 
school year and was increased to $330.00 in the fall of 
1957. There will be a further increase in the. fall of 1958 
which must be provided for in the budget. 

It is impossible to estimate the tuition budget accurately 
because of fluctuating enrollments and costs. We esti: 
mated a tuition budget of $19,500.00 for 1957 and actually 
_expended $19,722.70. We are asking for $21,775.00 for 1958 
and hope that our expenditures will not exceed that amount. 
This is an increase of $2,225.00. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION 

The four-room addition to the Elementary School build- 
ing is now nearing completion. This much needed space 
will make it possible to relieve the congestion in the school 
and release the dual-purpose room for activities and school 
lunch purposes.. We hope it will provide sufficient room to 
meet the needs of our expanding school populatiqn for 
several years. 
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The trustees of the School District and Selectmen have 
done commendable work in the construction of this addi- 
tion. The rooms are modern, well planned and with an 
interior conducive to promoting the best in educational 
procedure. I am sure you all join with me in extending our 
thanks and appreciation to those who have contributed in 
improving the educational facilities of the town. 

We also appreciate the St. Regis Paper Company pro- 
viding the plans and specifications for the addition at no 
cost to the town. Mr. Joseph Roderick, and others of the 
Mill’s engineers, have given many hours of their time in 
helping to supervise the project. Their help has been’ of 
untold value. 


THE EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


We have endeavored during the past year to make a 
thorough study of the Brtscatedstid program now being 
offered. All the teachers of School Union 91, under the 
guidance of Mrs. Grace Dodge, Bucksport’s elementary 
supervisor, have prepared a course of study which we 
hope will not only serve as a guide and help to our teachers, 
but will tend to enrich our curriculum content. 

One of the first progressive steps we have taken this 
year is the purchase of new and up-to-date textbooks. in 
the field of mathematics for all grades. Whenever sufficient 
funds are available we hope to extend the program into 
other subject matter. We hope, as time goes on, that we 
will be able to broaden our curriculum content, reduce our 
class-pupil load, and introduce improved teaching methods 
and facilities. We believe that our educational program 
compares favorably with those of similar school systems 
throughout the State. 


SCHOOL PERSONNEL 

We have been fortunate in being able to retain the 
services of all of our regular teachers. The only change in 
our teacher personnel this year was in the music position. 
Miss Natalie Haskell, a recent graduate of the Boston Uni- 
versity College of Music, replaced Miss Florence Homer, 
who retired. She teaches music one day a week in Orland 
and is doing commendable work. 
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Mr. Lewis Stackpole resigned as our school janitor last 
summer, being replaced by Mr. Reynold Soper, who has 
proved very satisfactory and capable. 

I want to express my personal appreciation for the 
interest, encouragement and help given me during the past 
year by the members of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee in the administration of the school. The School 
Committee joins me in expressing appreciation to the 
teachers, school lunch cooks, bus drivers and janitors for 
their work done and interest shown in the school. To all 
others who have contributed to the success of the past year,. 
our personal thanks and appreciation.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
January | through December 31, 1957 


Your Public Health Nurse at this time is reviewing the 
health activities carried on in your town this past year. 


Visits have been made to homes of expectant mothers, 
infants, preschool and school children. 


In May, a Well Child Conference for children entering 
school was held. At which time immunizations for whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria and tetanus were offered. 


The school health program has been active. Physical 
examinations were given to the second, fourth and eighth 
grade children. The type A audiometer hearing test was 
_ given to children from the fourth through the eighth grade. 
The Puretone audiometer test was given the sub-primary 
group. The school immunization program this year con- 
sisted of the poliomyelitis vaccination. With the assistance 
of the Eastern Maine Tuberculosis and Health Association, 
the school is at present conducting a mouth health educa- 
tion program. The tuberculosis program this year consisted 
of the Vollmer patch tests for the sub-primary children. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank Doctor Bernard 
L. Berry, the Health Council, school personnel and all who 
have helped to promote the health program in Orland.

To fix the compensation for collecting real 
estate, personal and excise taxes. 
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Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to take fish 
in the season of 1958.
